REPORT ON B. Y. P. U. 

From the organization of this adjustment of activity in our gen- 
eral work until the meeting of the S. B. C. at Hot Springs, 1918, the 
organization seemed to be no more than a stepchild to any of our 
great heads. At this convention the old organization disbanded and 
the work was turned over to the S. S. Board. Mr. L. P. Leavell took 
active charge in addition to his four months teaching in the S. B. T. 8S, 
and since that time the work has been well organized and planned. 
The B. Y. P. U. now has nine men in as many states actively rorking 
under the direction of the State Mission Boards. Three publications 
‘re Issued regularly by the S. S. Board; the B. Y, P. U. Quarterly, the 
Junior B. Y. P. U. Quarterly, and the Junior Leaders Quarterly. 

If the work of our churches is to be well and properly done it 

‘ill require the combined efforts of all of our members. We have 
thought our churches were fields but our awakening to the con- 
“lousness of the fact that each church ought rather to be a force.

BAPTIST MEMORIAL H¢ ISPITAL,. 


The eleven years history of our hospital have been remarkable; 
over thirty thousand patients have been admitted and nearly a mil- 
lion dollars worth of property accumulated. The institution was 
founded in 19098 and doors opened for patients in 1912. In 1914 Mr, 
\. E. Jennings began to take interest in the work: under his direc- 
‘lon in February, 1918, two hundred and seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars ($275,000.00) was raised in and about Memphis to pay debts 
d to build the new wing. This ‘wing was fully occupied in March, 
', and at once was more than full. 
During the year ending June 30th, 1919, a total of 6,841 patients 
admitted, of whom 1,651 were charity patients. Of the 6,841 
tients, 1609 were Methodists, 692 Presbyterians, 1,754 Baptists, 
Disciples, 339 Episcopalians, 303 Jews, 89 of other denomina- 
Catholics 316, 994 members of no church, and 451. not rec- 
rded. The hospital is constantly full ari! patients are being turned 
ty from time to time. There is urgént demand for more room. 
third or east wing is now under construction which will make a 
‘otal capacity for the hospital of three hundred rooms, and four hun- 
red and fifty beds; there will be seven operating rooms, three eleva- 
ors, dining room, kitchen, etc. Work has begun on the new Nurses 
Home just across Monroe Street from the hospital. This will ac- 
‘mmodate two hundred pupils in the Training School tor Nurses, 
th ideal home conditions and every proper means of recreation. ’ 
Mr. Jennings has proposed to stand for a half million dollars for 
'e hospital provided Baptists will designate a like sum from the 
»,090,000.00 campaign for the same purpose. This proposition has 
“t accepted by the Executive Board of Tennessee Baptists. 
There is a great opportunity for young women who are turning 
Christian service to take training in our School for Nurses.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 


In Mississippi all of our educational, beneficent and religious 
work is under the management of the Convention Board, therefore in 
a sense all might be called mission work; for it is all for the build- 
ing up of the kingdom of Christ and is all supported by the contri- 
butions sent from the churches to the Board, therefore in a sense all 
might be called mission work; for it is all for the building up of 
the kingdom of Christ and is all support by the contributions sent 
from the churches to the Board. 

But this report is to deal with the work done in this state in 
helping the weak churches to support pastors, and in sending and 
supporting men to £0 into. destitute sections, where there are no 


churches, and Preach the Gospel; and in doing general evangelistic 
and colportage work y 


There are 


numbers of churches in important centers that from 
Various ca 


uses are weak and just cannot support pastors. Some of 
these centers are of 80 much importance, and the conditions are such, 
that they must have & pastor all of the time if they succeed, yet the 
churches ply cannot support a man for full 
time Board carefully looks into the conditions 
and if it sees that the field is such as to justify putting a man on the 
field for full time it helps the church to the extent of its need, al 
Ways in the way that will do most to develop the field and the churc! 
The same is true 'n cases where a pastor is needed for one half time, 
or for one fourth time. The field, the conditions, and the needs are 
all carefully considered and the need met if possible to meet it 

This is the largest and most important part of our mission work 
We have comé to realize that we must give wise, helpful assistance 
to undeveloped, weak churches in important places if we plant and 
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build in those places to the glory of our Lord. We cannot take, and 
hold, and build up the churches tn such centers unless we show to 
the world what we are. We were too late in realizing this fact, there- 
fore we are weak in some of the strongest centers in our state. Now 
that we have come to recognize this important fact, State Missions 
are calling louder than ever in the world for our help. We must 
meet the needs in this line or see Baptist interests drag in the dust. 
Because we love our Lord and His word we cannot afford to do that. 
This may be laid down as a fact: Wherever we see other denomi- 
nations putting strong men and money there is an important center, 
and we should put strong men there too, and support the work well. 
If we do not, our cause will suffer. The realization of this fact by 
those who are entrusted with our mission management is the cause 
of increasing, urgent calls for money for State missions. We, who 
are not in touch with the fields and the conditions, often fail to see 
this; but the members of the Board, who study the needs of the en- 
Ure state, do see it and therefore cry for help to méet the needs and 
save the cause from draging, if not from failure on those fields. Let 
us trust them and do our very best to answer every call they make. 
The need for evangelistic, missionary-colportage work in Mis- 
sissippi is now overwhelmingly great, 1 can’t describe the need. It 
takes large money to do this kind of work as it should be done, and 
very few men are qualified and gifted. to do it. The men who can 
do that kind of work successfully should be found and put into the 
fields and supported. Brethren, there never was a time when the 
needs of the kingdom in our Own state were calling to as they are 
calling now. Will we not heed the calls and “come up to the help of 
the Lord” to meet this crying need? 
On account of the drive that is to be put on for. the seventy-five 
million dollars, our state mission work is being made to suffer for

Article 1. This Association shall be known as The Coldwater 
Baptist Association of Mississippi.
